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continuation of #1 1 applicants arguments are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that Applicants respectfully submit that 
the argued limitations of claims 9 and 25 require more than simply "1. annotations and 2. links to associated annotated data objects," 
examiner responds that Examiner is entitled to give claim limitations their broadest reasonable interpretation in light of the specification. 
Interpretation of Claims-Broadest Reasonable Interpretation During patent examination, the pending claims must be 'given the broadest 
reasonable interpretation consistent with the specification.' Applicant always has the opportunity to amend the claims during prosecution 
and broad interpretation by the examiner reduces the possibility that the claim, once issued, will be interpreted more broadly than is 
justified. In re Prater, 162 USPQ 541,550-51 (CCPA 1969). In this case the argued limitations of claims 9 and 25 only require that the 
annotation browser display 1. annotations and 2. links to associated annotated data objects. And while applicant points to specific 
embodiments in the specification the term data object is a term broader than any of the specific embodiments. Nolan discloses annotation 
links to forms or reports associated with a data cell (See Nolan column 2 lines 50-52).
